In answer to DDCI's query of yesterday, DDI explained that an 
Interim memo has been prepared on what we know about the captured ship 
and arms aboard it. More detail is necessary for a thorough analysis. 

In this connection, DCI asked for a review of the transcripts of MAC V 
briefings and he asked clarification of the statement being made by high 
officials to the effect that the ship was on its sixth trip when sunk. 
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DDI r«port*d that a highly secret meeting of a Presidential Committee 
looking Into Sast West trade will take place next week. We will participate 
in the briefing of the Committee. 

There was a brief discus ston of intelligence support to the Vice Presi- 
dent’s staff and on the matter of clearances for Mr. Connell. Executive 
Director will get into this.
